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Says He Will Stay 
At Vatican Until 
Work Is Done 
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Offers Explanation Of 


Claim Representative 
Would Be Recalled

Washington, June 17—(NC)— 
Myron CC. Taylor has a _ special 
mission at the Vatican—-to aid in 
making the peace—-and he will re- 
main at that post as his personal 
representative until the mission is 
completed, President Truman told 
a press conference here Thursday. 
When peace is achieved, he added, 
the United States will have no of- 


ficial representative at the Vatican. 


Asked by a reporter if he spoke 
of Mr. Taylor’s mission with ref- 
erence to the eonclusion of the 
Italian peace, President Truman 
shook his head and said he meant 
the peace of the world. 

Later in the day, speaking to 
four veterans to whom he award- 


‘ed the Congressional Medal of 
‘Honor on the White House lawn, 


President Truman declared: “The 
war is only half won. We haven't 
won it until we have won a peace 
which makes the individual safe in 
his liberties the world over.” He 
added that “we are going to win 
the peace,” 

The question of Mr. Taylor’s post 
at the Vatican came up when a re- 
porter asked the President if a 
statement attributed to Protestant 
leaders who had called at the White 
House was true. The statement, 
the reporter added, was that the 
President had said he would recall 
Mr. Taylor upon the signing of. the 
Italian peace treaty. 

President Truman said he did not 
believe the word “recall” had been 
used in connection with Mr. Tay- 
lor’s office. He added that he had 
told the committee of Protestant 
clergymen who had called upon 
him that Mr. Taylor had a special 
mission to perform. The late 
President Roosevelt had sent Mr. 
Taylor to Rome as his personal 
representative to the Vatican to 
aid in keeping the peace. He had 
sent Mr. Tayitor to Rome as his 
personal representative to the Vati- 
can to aid in making the peace, 


'President Truman continued, He 
| said he did not know how long the 
making of the peace would take, 
but that Mr. Taylor would remain 
at his post until it was completed. 
When the mission is completed, the 
President said, there will be no offi- 
cial U.S. representative at the 
Vatican,

Washington, June 17—(NC)— 
The Washington office of the Na- 
tional Organization for Decent Lit- 
erature has announced that a pro- 
test has been lodged with the Pub- 
lighers Syndicate of Chicago, pro- 
ducers of the comic strip, “Kerry 
Drake.” 

The N.O.D.L. said its objections 
are based on the fact that “some of 
the costumes worn by the charac- 
ters are quite objectionable,” and 
that “over a period of time, this 
comic strip tends to glorify and 
glamorize criminal acts, and the 
sordid life of the underworld.” 

The letter continues: “Since you 
must be aware that this comic strip 
is read by hundreds of thousands 
of young, impressionable children, 
you must also be aware that it 
must have a very bad effect on 
young miiids, warping them so that 
they come to believe that there is 
something morous and wonder- 
ful about crime and the sordid side 
of sex.”

As Church-State Separation, Says Report 
By Senators Murray, Walsh, Aiken, Morse 


Washington, June 17.—Criticizing the restrictive nature 
of the $250,000,000 Thomas-Hill-Taft Federal Aid to Educa- 
tion bill, a separate statement of views proposing an amend- 
ment by which Catholic and other non-public schools would 
share in its benefits has been introduced in the Senate by a 
group of members of the Senate Education and Labor Com- 


mittee, which considered the pro-+ 


posed legislation. 
The report signed by Senator 
James E. Murray of Montana, 


chairman of the committee who 
was joined by Senator David I. 
Walsh of Massachusetts: George D. 
Aiken of Vermont, and ayne 
Morse of Oregon. 


“It appears to us,” the Murray 
statement says, “that a Congress 
which has agreed to pay a veteran’s 
tuition (under the GI Bill of 
Rights) to a privately-controlled 
school should not hesitate to grant 
aid or service to a similar school 
to which he chooses to send his chil- 


dren.” 


Approved Me a majority of the 
committee and now awaiting Sen- 
ate action, the proposed measure 
provides for Federal aid in the 
amount of $150,000,000 during the 
first year; $200,000,000 the second 
year, and $250,000,000 the third 


year, but restricts the benefits to 


public schools. 


Only recently Archbishop John T. 
MeNicholas, O.P., of Cincinnati in 
an address in Cincinnati, assailed 
the proposed bill as unjust and dis- 
vig rtd Mt declared its enact- 
ment would constitute an unfair 
precedent in education by- the Fed- 
eral Government. 

“In spite of evidence to the con- 
trary,” the statement says, “some 
people sincerely fear the Federal 
aid to church-controlled schools 
would bring about the union of 
Church and State. We have con- 
sidered this problem very’ careful- 
ly and we have concluded that such 
a fear is groundless. If it were 
not we would be the first to oppose 
such aid. 

“Another tenet of our democratic 
belief which we hold to be just 
as sacred and vb gh as the sep- 
aration of Church and State is that 
of freedom of religion. Such free- 
dom should not be limited by im- 
posing, in effect, certain penalties 
on those who faithfully carry out 
the practice and teachings of their 
religion. In this connection, also, 
we must recognize that the govern- 
ment does not wish to supplant the 
duty of parents in the instruction 
and training of their children, but 
merely wishes to supplement and 
facilitate it.”

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The Murray statement concedes 
that the Thomas-Hill-Taft bill is 
good as far as it goes, but com- 
plains that by its restrictive fea- 
ture it falls far short of “insurin 
a good education to all children.” 
The statement says the enactment 
of the bill would compel the Fed- 
eral Government to deviate from its 
long established policy of absolute 
equity in any program of Federal 
aid to the States, as exemplified in 
the GI Bill of Rights and more 
recently in the permanent National 
School Lunch Act. 


The committeemen remind that 
a section of the bill prohibits the 
States from expending Federal 
funds in support of non-public 
schools unless a corresponding por- 
tion of local and State funds are 
spent for the same purpose. The 
statement emphasizes that most 
State Constitutions forbid disburse- 
ment of local and State funds to 
non-public education institutions, 
oints out these restrictions 
tie the hands of a State even 
should it desire to expend funds on 
—" of non-public ‘school chil- 

ren. " 


The statement relates that as far 
back as Civil War days, Congress 
has been called upon to prohibit 
appropriations of funds to schools 
conducted under religious auspices, 
but befone that time and since the 
Federal Government has disregard- 
ed the issue of sectarianism and 
concentrated its attention upon 
promotion of the general public in- 
terest. 


During the depression and during 
the recent war, the statement re- 
n.inds, Congress has pursue a pol- 
icy of ““awing no distinction be- 
tween public and non-public insti- 
tutions, in the matter of student 
aid, school lunch, hospital, nurse 
training and other legislative aid 
programs. 


“We propose,” the statement 
says, “that this bill be amended so 
thdt its benefits may be extended 
to every child in America who is 
receiving a sub-standard education, 
regardless of whether the school 
attended is publicly or privately 
controlled. e recommend that 
the States be permitted to decide 
for themselves whether or not they 
may under the terms of their laws

As for crime—does an _ intelli- 


be reminded that, no matter what 
trophies we win or lose in inter- 
national sports, we never lose our 
trophy as the world’s champion in 
crime? Every seven minutes there 
are committed in the United States 
21 crimes. I do not mean minor 
offenses or misdemeanors. I mean 
highway robbery, murder, arson, 
kidnapping, and other crimes of 
violence. Every 22 seconds of all 
the minutes, of all the hours, of all 
the 365 days of the year—three 
major crimes a minute is our av- 
erage. The cost to you and me, 
as taxpayers, is more than 15 bil- 
lion dollars a year. 


That is 400 percent more than 
we spend for education, It exceeds 
all our normal taxes. It figures 
down to $120 a year for every 
man, woman and child in the 
United States. 


Yet, even as a matter of dollars 
and cents, the average citizen is 
cynically indifferent to the situa- 
tion.

New York, June 17.—(NC)—His Eminence Francis 
Cardinal Spellman, Archbishop of New York, has hit back 
at those who by “intolerant pressure’ seek to bring about 
the recall of Myron C. Taylor as personal representative 
of Harry S. Truman at the Vatican. 

Speaking at the 101st annual commencement exercises 


at Fordham University, the Card-?- 


inal dismissed as “baseless” the 
arguments of Protestant groups 
who pretend to see a violation of 
the principle of separation of 
Church and State and charge that 
diplomatic relations between the 
American Government and the 
Vatican are unauthorized or un- 
constitutional. 

“Is it the anti-Catholicism of 
unhooded Klansmen sowing seeds 
of disunion within our treasured 
nation?” the Cardinal asked, ques- 
tioning the reasons of the Protes-! 


tant leaders who recently visited | 
the White House to present their | 
request for Mr. Taylor’s recall. 

“I believe in and practice toler- 
ance,” the Cardina] said, “for my 
religion teaches me to oppose even 
hatred with charity. But when re- 
unions of large groups of religious 
leaders, with the pretext of rep- 
resenting 30-or 40 millions Ameri- 
cans, sow seeds of dissension and 
disunion, I feel it my duty as an 
American and a Catholic to help 
defend our nation against such mis- 
representations.” 

Cooperation of all men of good 
will is needed to stave off the 
threatened ruin of civilization and 
to bring about the reconstruction 
of the world on the basis of truth 
and justice, the Cardinal reminded. 
Both the late President Roosevelt 
and President Truman, “being men 
of good will themselves,” .have 
recognized the leadership of the 
Pope toward that cooperation and 
“have sent Mr. Tavlor to the Vati- 
can as an ambassador of good will,” 
he said. 

“Only the absence of good will,” 
the Cardinal added, “can misrep- 
yesent his presence there or 
charge our last two Presidents 
with violating the letter and the 
spirit of the Amé@rican Constitution | 
in keeping him there.” 

President Roosevelt. in re-estab- 
lishing “for the ei¢hth time in 
American history the practice of 
sending a renresentative to the 
Vatican,” sought “by friendlv asso- 
ciation between the seekers of light 
and seekers of peace, to overcome 
the man-made. wer-made forces of 
evil.” the Cardinal said. 

The late President chose “Myron 
Taylor, an Episcopalian of Quaker 
ancestry,” for’ one part of this 
mission, the Cardinal said, “and 
millions of Americans of all relig- 
iovs beliefs and their loved ones, 
members of the armed forces of 
ovr country, are  everlastingly 
grateful for this mission.” 

Referring to the admission of a 
spokesman for the ministerial 
group, that President Truman con- 
sidered Mr. Taylor's appointment 
a contribution to peace, while the 
same spokesman “hopefully antici- 

tes the termination of Mr. Tay- 
or’s mission.”

Recently George W. Crane, in his “The Worry Clinic,” 
epresented that Christ was the oldest child of a large family. 
i , not think that non-Catholte readers of your paper 


should be told the truth about this? 


Dr. Crane, according to obser- 
vations made in his column on 
numerous occasions, entertains very 
strange notions about what is re- 
ligion. Some time ago he repre- 
gented that people may exercise 
their choice in selecting religion 
much as they exercise their choice 


hen they seléct an automobile. To 
oasis Americans who have never 
4 had definite ideas about the super- 
3 natural character of God’s religion 
4 that comparison might seem justi- 
fed. Like numerous others he be- 
lieves that religion has most to do 
with man’s relations to man and, 
therefore, sees the sum total of 
his obligations contained in the 
“Golden Rule.” i : 

Religion is concerned primarily 
with the duties of man to God, and 
they are very definitely expressed 
in God’s own revelation—through 
the prophets in the Old Testament 
and through His divine Son in the 
New. Christ’s last words to the 
Apostles were that they should 
“teach men to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded 
you.” Those things were certainly 
very definite and were not open to 
speculation. Every person who a-- 
cepts God’s revelation and observes 
His Commandments will automati- 
eally observe the Golden Rute; and 
practice the duties of brotherhood. 
Neither the Golden Rule nor 
brotherhood are religion itself, but 
rather the fruits of a divine re- 
ligion. : 

God’s religion is supernatural 
and man-made religions are not. 
Therefore no one can expect to 
reach a supernatural destiny by se- 
lecting any one of many religions 
as he might select any one of many 
cars. No natural religion can lead 
people only to a natural end. Man 
is by nature immortal, but that 
does not mean that he has, by na- 
ture, a supernatural destiny. He 
can know that only by revelation 
and he can reach that only by 
supernatural means instituted di- 
rectly by God. 

Now with regard to Christ 
having brothers and sisters. From 


~. 
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the first centuries Mary has always 
been called “ever virgin.” 


It was customary amon: the 
people in Palestine to call cousins 
and other near relatives “brothers.” 
This we learn from many Christian 
writers of the first century. There 
were some, it is true, who thought 
that “the brethren of the Lord” 
were children of St. Joseph by a 
former marriage. Why should 
people give a literal interpretation 
to those few words and not take 
other texts of Holy. Scripture into 
consideration? Jesus is called em- 
phatically “the Son of Mary,” and 
where, in Holy Scripture, is Mary 
called the mother of the brethren 
of the Lord? 


If Christ had brothers or sisters 
why did He not commend Mary to 
them when He hung on the cross 
instead of to St. John. 


Father Conway, C.S.P., observes 
that the word “brethren” is used 
in the Old Testament for relatives 
in general (Job XLII, 2; XIX, 
13,14); nephews (Gen. XIII, 18; 
XXIV, 14, XXIX, 15); distant 
cousins (Lev. X, 4); and first cous- 
ins (I Par. XXIII, 21,22). In fact 
the Hebrew or Aramaic had no 
word for cousin and, therefore, 
usually expressed that relation by 
the word “brother.” He concludes, 
“It is certain, therefore, that if 
Jesus had cousins, especially tf 
they were born of the same mother, 
they must need be called in the 
Aramaic tongue, His brethren.”

“1. When hostilities came te an 
end in Europe, the Red Army left 
its entire fighting force, numbering

Last October, the Russian Army of 
Occupation in Hungary was in- 
creased to 1,200,000 men. To sup- 
ply such an oversized army means 
complete ruin and starvation to the 
Hungarian people. (General Mac- 
Arthur intends to police the huge 
area of the Pacific with 400,000 
men). 

This concentration of Soviet 
troops on Hungarian soil is com- 
pletely unjustified and constitutes 
a violation of point 6 of the Joint 
Four Nations Declaration issued by 
the Moscow Conference on October 
31, 1943, by which the Soviet Gov- 
ernment has pledged with the other 
Allies ‘that after the termination 
ef hostilities, they will not employ 
their military forces within the 
territories of other states, except 
for the purpose envisaged in this 
declaration and after joint consul- 
tation.’ 

“2. In the Potsdam agreement 
(Part IV. point 9) the government 
of the United States renounced its

I walked 
back to my pew, not alone, not 
with the mayor of the city, not 
with the President, not with a 
movie actress; no, I didn’t return 
from the Communion rail with 
a mere creature: My Companion 
was Jesus Christ Himself, the 
God-Man Who made all things, 
including every human becing— 
even those who deny Him. 

The little First Communicants 
were now repeating their pray- 
ers of Thanksgiving in unison. 
Their happiness was the fullest 
because their wills were entirely 
sublimated with the Will of 
Jesus Christ within them. I my- 
self had permitted earthly inter- 
ests to rule my will on numerous 
occasions. Human respect had 
often supplanted respect for 
Jesus Christ Himself. Those are 
strong words; because in the 
midst of human respect, we , ‘oss 
over their truth. 

I told Jesus Christ this morn- 
ing that I wasn’t going to cringe 
before mere earthly crertures 
any longer; | told Him that my 
“First” Holy Communion had 
imparted to me a new feeling of 
security and confidence in His 
tremendous Power; I told Him 
that, no matter what the trial or 
disappointment might be, I shall 
base my confidence and security 
on the FACT that He is with me. 
I told Him that I never fully 
realized the True, the Good, and 
the Beautiful meaning of Holy 
Communion until my “First” 
Holy Communion this morning.

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A Job That's A 


Mouthful

If you’re just out of high school or the military 
service and you can’t go to college or aren’t interested 
in a college education, here is a line-up on a job you 
probably never thought about. And the demand for 
workers in this field is growing steadily. 

It’s a job in which, among other things, you build 
bridges. No, not the large steel and concrete structures 
that span rivers, but the delicate bridges that fit into 
people’s mouths. We are referring specifically to the 
work of the dental technician, also called the dental 


mechanic. 


The dental technician is to the 
dentist what the pharmacist is to 
the physician. Just as the phar- 
macist compounds the physician’s, 
prescriptions, the dental technician 
fills the dentist’s prescriptions. 
The physician calls for certain spe- 
cific medicines. The dentist’s pre- 
scriptions, however, are requests 
for different types of dental ap- 
pliances, such as plates, deritures, 
bridges, crowns, etc. To enter this 
field, you must have manual dex- 
terity, mechanical aptitude, an 
aesthetic sense, a keen sense of ac- 
curacy and good vision. 

During the nineteenth century, 
dentists made their own appliances. 
Today, it is believed that approxi- 
mintale 90% of the practicing den- 
tists depend on commercial labora- 
tories to do this work for- them. 
In 1941, there were about 15,000 
dental technicians employed in 
commercial laboratories in the Uni- 
ted States. The war has changed 
this figure, since many servicemen 
were given training in mechanical 
dentistry in Army and Navy train- 
ing schools. 

The denta] technician is a skilled 
craftsman and may specialize in 
porcelain work only or in ortho- 
dontic (teeth-straightening) ap- 
pliances or in gold work, inlays, 
bridges and crowns. The dental 
technician is not permitted to work 
on any patients. However, the den- 
tist sends him an impression of 
the patient’s mouth with detailed 
instructions regarding the ap- 


“| pliances required. There were ap- 


proximately 2,800 commercial den- 
tal laboratories in the United 
States as of October, 1944, Gen- 
erally speaking, the working con- 
ditions, lighting and ventilation 
in these laboratories are good. 

There are no educational require- 
ments to be met by the dental me- 
chanic and, unfortunately, not much 
attention has been paid to his 
training. There are several com- 
mercial schools of mechanical den- 
tistry which offer courses of sev- 
eral months duration. Before at- 
tending any of these, it would ‘be 
advisable for you to write to your 
state Department of Education lo- 
cated in your state Capitol to de- 
termine whether or not the spe- 
cific school in question is approved. 

Many dental laboratory managers 
prefer to trAin their own techni- 
cians. In such case, entrance into 
this field may be made by applying 
directly to the owner of the dental 
laboratory for a position, or by 
answering “dental mechanic want- 
ed” ads in the classified section of 
the local newspaper. 

The field of mechanical dentistry 
offers a good opportunity for young 
men with a good business sense to 
develop a small business of their 
own. As little as $300 might be 
sufficient to set up a dental labora- 
tory. 

With the socialization of den- 
tistry. and the increased demand 
for dental attention, there is ®n 
ever-growing need for dental tech-

[USSING from the mail that is 

coming in, there is good reason 
to suppose that there must 
thousands—no, tens of thousands 
of people caught in habits of sin. 
Their faith lingers on in a wistful 
sort of way, like the warmth in a 
body from which the soul has just 
departed, but they are firmly stuck 
in a bad habit of some sort; they 
have chosen to abandon the 
struggle and have preferred them- 
selves to God. Their Faith, too, 
will leave them, because it is no 
0 iad nourished by the love of 

od. 


Their position is serious. If they 
were to die suddenly, as did Mr. 
Roosevelt, they would go to hell. 
Everything would be lost, for the 
books would be closed. There would 
be no quibbling’ then, no comforting 
thought of a death-bed repentance, 
no smug vision of a free-and-easy 
return to grace on one’s own 
terms. -God’s justice would swing 
into play. 


How Long 
Is Life? 


The longer I live the more firmly 
am I convinced that God lets us live 
just oe ee to form our char- 
acters. Let’s think of cream in a 
freezer: The longer it is stirred 
up, the thicker it gets until, final- 
ly, it is solid. It has finished its 
course. And so with us. The longer 
we five, the more settled we be- 
come. We settle in ways of good- 
ness or ways of evil. There is al- 
ways the possibility of a change 
one way or the other, for better or 
for worse, but the older we get, 
the less that possibility becomes. 
They say, “You can’t teach an old 
dog new tricks.” Until one day, we 
are stuck fast, in virtue or vice. 
Either the devil throws up his 
hands and says, “He’s hopeless. I 
can’t do anything with him. He’s 
too deeply attached to God.” Or, 
perhaps it’s God who gives the 
soul up as a bad job and says, “It’s 
useless. I’ve spent My most pre- 
cious graces on him, and he’s turned 
them all down. He’s too much 
stuck on himself. There is no room 
in him for Me.” 


When that day comes, we are 
gathered to our proper place: heav- 
en or hell. We formed our charac- 
ters by the choices made in life. 

It frightens one, doesn’t’it? I 
know it frightens me, for there is 
no one of us who should be content 
with a degree of virtue which does 
comfort us. We are very easily sat- 
isfied with ourselves ... 

But that was a little beside the 
point. This was intended as a word 
of direction to one who is in a bad 
habit, 


To Break A 
Bad Habit ... 


First of all, such a soul must 
realize that it is in a bad way, a 
very bad way. That person, who- 
ever he may be, must take time out 
and think things through for him- 
self. It would be ideal if he could 
make what we Catholics call a re- 
But he should at least sit 
down in some quiet place for half 
an hour and think over the ABC’s 
of life. 

“Why am I here? Who made 
me? Where was I a hundred 


time I was a pretty 3 
person. What has ppened to 
me 7” 

That may well be the most 
rofitably pot thirty minutes of 
his whole life, for if it is accom- 
panied with humble prayer, it will 
result in conversion and perhaps 
salvation. | 

Now the habit: First of all, 
there are a few simple facts to be 
borne in mind. God never permits 
a person to be put in a position 
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hopelessly. With God’s help, we 
can get on our feet again and 
ae ‘through to a glorious 
nish. 


Don’t Give Up! 
It Can Be Done 


Oh, it won't happen overnight. 
There wil! be many a fall, many 
a slip, before the habit is licked, 
‘but it can be done. The falls will 
come less often and less often until, 
finally, we'll be able to write the 
habit off the books. 

Now we look over the situation: 
Does it concern ourselves alone? 
Is it a solitary sin, such as drink, 
or a habitual addiction to some 
form of impurity such as thought, 
desire, or bad actions, etc.? Or 
does it involve a second person ?— 
is it perhaps a dishonest agree- 
ment, a long-standing feud? 

Hosts of solitary sin, naturally, 
are easier to wipe out, although 
they can offer singular difficulties. 
First of all, we must destroy any- 
thing that leads into sin. What 
does a man do when his physician 
tells him he has diabetes, for in- 
stance? He goes home and gets 
rid of everything that. might tempt 
him to break his diet. And so it is 
with a vicious habit. We give away 
our bottles, if it’s that that’s caus- 
ing us trouble. We chart our going 
and comings so that we are always 
blocks away from taverns ahd 
beer-gardens. We avoid our old 
drinking-companions, at least until 
we are positive of our strength. 

In the case of impurity, we burn 
our bad books, pictures, and pap- 
éers—all of them. (Don’t give 
them away!!) We keep ourselves 
busy the whole day long. We tire 
ourselves out, exhaust ourselves, so 
that we'll drop off to sleep imme- 
diately on going to bed. We set 
the alarm so that we'll be aroused 
from a deep sleep and then we, 
jump out of bed at once and get 
dressed. If we should be tempted 
at any time, we say a little prayer 
and then think of something which 
interests us and takes up our at- 
tention entirely: our hobby, plans 
for the vacation, baseball records—

Negro Deserves Fair Play 

The Lincoln who loved peace, 

truth and justice and was willing 
to risk all in a war, fought for free- 
dom for the Negro. Are we as will- 
ing to make the same sacrifice? 
_ We have seen need to form in our 
government set-up an organization 
known as the Fair Employment 
Practices Commission, whose busi- 
ness it is to protect minority 
groups. Now, since there exists 
more sentiment and animosity 
against the Negro than against any 
other minority group in America, 
he is the one who will derive from 
the F.E.P.C. the most benefit. 
Strange to say, even “practical” 
Catholics, while granting theoreti- 
cally that the Negro has a right to 
the means of earning a livelihood, 
to marrying, and rearing a family, 
to worshipping and practicing his 
religion according to his conscience, 
cannot reconcile themselves to see- 
ing that the Negro gets these 
means in practice.

which is the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference’s War Re- 
lief Services (WRS-NCWC), 

CARE is designed to guaran- 
tee delivery to individuals in 
Europe of the relief packages 
which particular individuals in 
this country—relatives or friends 
—want to be sure reach their 
destination. 

CARE’S package is ready- 
made—called the 10-in-1 pack- 
age because it was originally 
designed to feed ten American 
combat soldiers for one day. In 
other words its contents provide 
the individual recipient with 
thirty meals! The specified net 
weight of food components aver- 
ages 28.9 pounds, and other com- 
ponents 1.2 pounds. The overall 
gross weight, when packed in a 
heavyduty waterproof container, 
is 49 pounds. 

To buy a food package for de- 
livery by CARE to a beneficiary 
abroad, the following three 
things must be done: . 
(1) Get a food remittance ap- 
plication blank, write in 
your name and address and 
the address of the benefici- 
ary. 

Buy a-cashier’s check at any 
bank — $15.00; or buy a 
money-order; or write your 
own check. 

Mail both to CARE, 50 
Broad Street, New York 4, 
New York. 

The $15.00 covers everything: 
food contents, packing, shipping 
and delivery to the beneficiary. 
(Packages are exempt from for- 
eign customs duties and ration- 
ing regulations.) If the package 
cannot be delivered within a 
reasonable length of time, CARE 
will refund the full purchase 
price to the donor.

discipline of daily prayers, of Sune’ 
day Mass, of abstinence from meat 
on Fridays, not only because these 
measures strengthen us spiritually 
but in accepting them we recognize 
the living, teaching authority of 
God on earth—His Church. 

Combat men did not hesitate. to 
accept authority in battle or in ser- 
vice life because they recognized 
in it not only personal safety but 
a harbinger of victory. No seaman 
or soldier ever found that the life- 
jacket he was wearing in combat 
on s@a was an unmixed blessing. It 
hampered his. movements, but he 
knew that when the time came te 
abandon ship or jump “over the 
side” he would remain afloat until 
rescued. So, in the battle of life, 
remember that only through auth- 
ority properly recognized and ad- 
ministered, can we hope for peace 
and a liberal measure of freedom 
in the years ahead. It will not al- 
ways be pleasant and comfortable, 
jbut it will be a means of security.

I saw a film that her 
brother took on Good Friday and

was going through so much 
agony. Blood was coming from 
her eyes and hands in a steady 
stream and she kept reaching for 
Christ all the time. She got 
thirsty the same as Christ did 
on the Cross and she goes to 
sleep and none can wake her up 
until Easter Sunday when she 
awakens herself. Doctors and 
nurses tried to find out the cause 
of her bleeding and how she gets 
her blood back when she never 
eats or drinks. I was very glad 
to see her and will tell you more 
abayt her when I get home. Re- 
member her in your prayers be- 
cause she suffers so much. Her 
name is Theresa Neumann and 
I think she is a living saint. Her 
home is a simple farm house and 
she works around the house and 
goes after wood with a small 
horse that she owns. No one is 
trying to sell you anything and 
no signs are on the highways 
telling where ‘she lives. I only 
hope our pictures come out al- 
right. Her church is very nice 
and I went in and said a prayer

confused,” we suggested. 
“Yes,” he said, “these awards are 
stiff.

tend to enforce these regulations 
and they will either obey or get 
hurt.”

“They are all high 
school graduates,” the captain re- 
plied, “but it is again apparent that 
their homes and schools have not 
done a good job in teaching them 
discipline. Their lack of training 
has made ‘cream puffs’ out of them 
and we don’t want ‘cream puff’ sail- 
ors, we want men, We are not con- 
ducting a Sunday School. They 
will either obey the rules or spend 
the war in the brig. We cannot 
fight any kind of war or even have 
hopes of winning without respect 
for authority.” 


Authority Abused 

Those of us who have finished 
our months or years in the service 
and have fought the war on the 
fronts of the world and not from 
a brig, realize the absolute need for 
authority and discipline. We were 
conscious of the fact upon enter- 
ing the service that our last really 
“free act” was when we raised our 
right hand and promised to defend 
the Constitution of the United 
States. From that point on we did 
what we were told. Not for a mo- 
ment either were we unaware of 
the weaknesses of those in author- 
ity. Often enough they were not our 
mental or moral superiors, quite 
to the contrary. We recognized 
too, that many “small men” were in 
positions of authority far beyond 
their abilities or capacities, yet de- 
spite all of this we were very cer- 
tain that without authority we 
could not take a single step on the 
path to victory. When we recog- 
nized discipline and authority as 
the means to an end we ‘were on 
our way to the successful comple- 
tion of our wartime mission. 

Bad habits from the Service? 

We are told fhat we shall take 
many bad habits from the military 
life. That may well be, but there 
is a good habit, a recognition of 
properly constituted authority that 
we shall do well to retain in the 
‘days ahead. During the days of 
peace it will be our task to im- 
press upon those over whom we 
exercise jurisdiction, a proper re- 
spect and deference for an auth- 
ority which as Catholics we recog- 
nize as God-given.

Byrnes Wants More. 
Prayer For Aid 


Washington, June 17——(NC)— 
“More prayer” is what Secretary 
of State James F. Byrnes wants of 
the American people, he told re- 
porters at a news conference on

Increase Of Last Two 
Years Equal To Total 


Population Century Ago 


Washington, June 17.—(NC)— 
The total number of Catholics ia 
the United States a century ago 
was only slightly more than the 
increase in America’s Catholic pop- 
ulation in the last two years, and 
less than the number of Catholics 
today in any one of the Archdio- 
ceses of Boston or New York or the 
Diocese of Brooklyn. 

These remarkable comparisons 
are brought out with the publi- 
cation here, in an article in the 
American Ecclesiastical Review, . ! 
a table on the status of the Amer- 
ican Catholic Church in 1846. The 
table was obtained from the Cath- 
olic Almanac of 1846 by Mser. 
Peter Guilday, professor of gag 
at the Catholic University o

It shows that New York, with 
200,000 Catholics, and New Or. 
leans, with 160,000, were the larg- 
est dioceses during the stormy days 
when the “Native American” cam-

clared. The Archdiocese of Chi- 
cago, which today has 1,680,000 
members of the Church, had but 
50.000 Catholics and only 40 
churches in 1846.

Wide Powers Given 
Human Rights Group Of 
UN Against Soviets 


New York, June 17.-—(NC)—A 
decision to recommend that the 
Commisison on Human Rights be 
authorized to deal with “any mat- 
ter concerning human rights” not 
mentioned specifically in its man- 
date has been adopted by a draft- 
ing committee of the United Na- 
tions’ Economic and Social Coun- 
cil. The action was taken by @ 
vote of 7 to 8, which spelled defeat 
for the argument of the Soviet 
Union, backed by the Ukraine and 
France, that the authority was too 
broad and might lead-to the com- 
mission dealing with questions of a 
political nature. 
The Soviet delegation also was 
on the opposite side ‘of anether 
point adopted by the drafting com- 
mittee, which dealt with invitin 
members of the UN to establis 
information groups or local human 
rights committees for the trans- 
mission of information on the ob- 
servance of fundamental freedoms 
in their respective countries. 
Soviet Delegate Nicolai Feonov 
said’ that there was no need for 
such groups, contending that In the 
Soviet Union such functions are 
carried on by tens of millions of 
citizens. Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, present as a witness, respond- 
ed that the organization was deal- 
ing with 51 nations, not an individ- 
ual one, and that in some countries 
individual leaders were far ahead 
of their own governments in their 
desire to see improvements to hu- 
man rights.
